He was already 
aware that I was organic. 

Chuck had told me they were spraying a fungicide on the wheat. When I asked him if that 
were ALL he was spraying he said they were also spraying insecticide. When I asked him 
for the name of the insecticide he said he would have to call me back later as he was on 
the road. 

I realized soon after the pilot flew over my entire property that I could smell a chemical 
spray and very shortly thereafter I had a "tinny" taste in my mouth. I went inside the 
house, made more calls, then realized I had a tremendous headache and a strange 
prickling sensation on my face. I washed my face immediately although the prickly 
sensation lasted after the washing and after my shower which I took within the hour. 

1 left my property at 10:20AM for a luncheon in Aurora. Chuck called me around 
10:40AM and told me the names of the fungicide and insecticide. (Prosaro 421 DS and 
Warrior II.) 

This use of fungicide and insecticide is a blatant pesticide violation of the pesticide label 
because of: for the folio wing reasons: 



1) No prior notification that insecticide aerial spraying was to take place just south 
of my organic property. My organic property and bees are registered with Driftwatch. 
The bees are also registered with the State of Illinois, Department of Agriculture, Apiary 
Division. Neither was consulted by the pilot of the aerial rig or by Chuck who said, "I 
didn't know you had bees." He did know my property was organic (a year or so ago we 
had talked about another incident and that is why I had his cell phone number in my 
address book). 

2) Wind speed was in excess of what the label allows. Wind speed was initially SE 
11-16 miles per hour and increased to South 18 mph shortly after the application began. 
The label states: "Do not apply when wind velocity exceeds 15 miles per hour." 

3) ^ The insecticide Warrior II is highly toxic to bees and bees should not be "exposed 
to direct treatment or residues on blooming crops or weeds. Do not apply this product or 
allow it to drift to blooming crops or weeds if bees are visiting the treatment area," 

Yesterday the bees were out actively foraging at this time and could have been, or may 
have been, visiting blooming trees or weeds that, were either being directly treated or 
where drift had occurred from the application of the fungicide/insecticide'application. 
Bees potentially would forage for nectar and pollen within three miles of their hive when 
plants are blooming.

The Department has completed its investigation into your complaint concerning the possible 
misuse of a pesticide. During this inspection, the Department's representative could not find 
evidence to substantiate the claim of a pesticide misuse. The field of application was about 
0.3 mile south of your bee hives. Wind speeds recorded at sites north of you were in the 1 1- 
15 miles per hour range while wind speeds at sites to the south and west were in the 6-10 
mph range. It cannot be determined that any pesticide drift occurred. It does not appear that 
the product label directions were violated. 

Since the Department is unable to prove that a pesticide misuse occurred, we are unable to 
pursue an enforcement action related to the alleged off-target movement of the pesticide 
under the Illinois Pesticide Act.

This letter is a formal warning that you have violated Section 14 (1)(D) of the Illinois Pesticide Act 
(415 LLCS 60/14 (1)(D)) in that you applied the pesticides Lorsban Advanced and Bifenture EC in 
violation of the label directions. 

On July 17, 2012, a representative of the Illinois Department of Agriculture conducted an 
investigation near Esmond, Illinois concerning the possible misuse of a pesticide. The Department's 
investigation has revealed that the pesticides were applied in violation of the label directions. The 
label for Lorsban Advanced states: "This product is highly toxic to bees exposed to direct treatment 
or residues on blooming crops or weeds. Do not apply this product or allow it to drift to blooming 
crops or weeds if bees are visiting the treatment area. " The complainant had bee hives located 
within 80 feet of the field of application. Plant samples, obtained next to the bee hives, contained 
residues of chlorpyrifos and bifenthrin which were detected via laboratory analysis. Chlorpyrifos 
and bifenthrin are the active ingredients in Lorsban Advanced and Bifenture EC, respectively. 

This warning letter will remain on file with the Department for three years and will be utilized in the 
assessing of points for any future violations of the Illinois Pesticide Act (415 ELCS 60/1 etseq.). If 
future violations are found, appropriate action will be taken as authorized by the aforementioned 
Act. Pursuant to the Department's Administrative Rules (8 HI. Admin. Code 1 .200 et seq.), you have 
the right to appeal the issuance of this Warning Letter by filing a petition with the Director of the 
Illinois Department of Agriculture within 30 days of receipt of this letter.
